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APROGLAMATION, 
For the prevention of frauds and abuſes y the payment of Exciſe for Beerand Ale. 


CH 2£3-L ES KEX. on. 

— Hereas by ſeveral late A&s of Parlament made for the ſctling of Our Revenue, certain Rates, 
Duties and Charges of F.xciſe aregranted unto Us upon Beer, Ale, and other Liquorsinthe 
ſaid Acts mentioned, For the beter improvement whereof , and to the end the ſame may be 
more equally aſſeſſed and levied and our Reyenue thereby reduced to the more certainty , 
We did lately give Order that th ſame ſhould belet to Farm, according to the Limitations 
and DireQtions, of the ſaid Atts, which accordingly is done, ſo as the faid durics and charges 
of Exciſe , in all or moſt oftk Counties and Cities of this our Kingdom, are now let ro 
Farm. And whereas we aregien to underſtand that divers Brewers and other Perſons con- 
cerned in the payment of the fa Duties , in or about the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, 

and other places of this Our Kingdom, which We may hopis not ſo much out of diſaffeion to Our Covernment.as for 
making to themſelves unjuſt gain, by defrauding U and Our faid Farmers of their juſt Duties, have ſet up, 
and doe dayly make uſe of private and concealed Tuns, Backs, and other brewing Veſlels, and alſo of private | ; 
and concealed Store. houſes, and Cellars, and Pipes uner ground , to which the Gagers who are appointed by the 
ſaid Acts of Parliament to take Accompt of their Beernd Ale , can haye no acceſs; and by divers other frauds and 
concealments doe praiſe and goe about to diminiſh Ou ſaid Reyenue,and alſo to prejudice and under-ſell ſuch their 
Fellow-Traders as duly conform to the Acts of Parliamer aforeſaid . And whereas fince the Letting of the ſaid Ex- 
ciſe to Farm, the ſaid Brewers, to prevent the diſcovery d the true quantity and quality of the Beer and Ale made by 
them , doe deny entrance into their Brewhouſes to the fail Gagers, contrary to the ſaid AQs of Parliament, and alſo ro 
their former uſage of admitting the ſaid Gagers to ſear, as well by night as by day , the ſaid Brewers in the mcan 
time Brewing alſo, and cleanſing oftentimes on Sundays to the great'diſhonour of Chriſtianity, and Prophanation oft 
the Lord's Day , and doealſo oppoſe and diſcourage theſaid Gagers in their Offices, not only by Reviling Language, 
but alſo by force of Arms'and otherwiſe, divers of then having been Jately. aſſaulted, beaten and wounded in the 
execution of their Duty in that behalf , to the breach Our Peace, and manifeſt conrempt of Our authority. 


And whereas divers Cheif Conſtables, petty Conſtablesmd other Officers upon the requeſt of the faid Gapers , bave 
reiutcd to give them ſuch Afhiſtance in their {ervices, a5y the faid Acts of Excite they ought to give them; 

We therefore minding the ſpeedy Reformation of thelaid Abuſes, and the maintaining and upholding ot Our ſaid 
Revenue, by all (ua hyjuſt and lawtul ways and means as areappointed by the ſaid Ads of Parliament; Andtothe end. 
thac Our Farmours of ul ſail Ducics in the laid Reſpetive Counties & Cities, may be the better enabled to Levy ard 
ratcrhe ſame withour oppolicion or diſturbance, and caſequently to ſatistie and pay their re{pecive Farm rents, re- 
icrved and payablewnto us; Ve have thought fic anddepubliſh and declare , that We expect a ready and eheertul v- 
bedience to be given by all Perſons concerned in the panent of the ſaid Rates and Duties, according to the ſaid As 
ot Parliament; And Weintend to proceed with all ſevity and rigour againſt all ſuch common Brewers, Viduallers, 
and orhe: Perſons whatſoryer concerned in the paymetof the {aid Duties, as (hall be found to have eretted, ſer up, or 
aſed tych private or concealed Tunns, Backs,or otheV efſels as aforeſaid. for the Brewing or making of any Beer 0: 
Ale, or other the ] iquors F.xciſeable, or that ſhall uſe anprivate or concealed Storchou ſes,and Cellars and Pipes unde: 
ground, ©” that {hail Brew, C Jraufe.or Diſpoſe of anyieer or Ale, or ocher the Liquors atorefaid on Sundays, or that 
at any time hereaiter, ſhall rejuſe or delay ro permir fu«Gager or Gagers,as are or ſhall be appointed inthar bchalt, ro 
Fnter and take account of ſuch Beer and Ale, and othette Liquors atoreſaid, or that ſhall hide or conceal any B.eror 
Alc, or othe: Liquors aforeſaid, from the ſaid Gager oGagers, or that ſhall uſe or offer any force, violence,or Op20- 
ſit1on to any fuch Gager or Gagers, or thall uſe any R ang or Reyiling Speeches, whereby to terrific him or chem t:or:. 
the Execution of his or their Duty ; Andtharall perſorr pcrſuns whatſoever, who ſhall ſuffer any fuch private Tuns, 
or other Vellels, or Þrivate and concealed Storehoules d (Cellars, and Pipes under grourd, to be erecied, fer up, 0: 
uſcd 1n or abouc his or theic Houſe or Houle:. by ,or torny ſuch common B:ewer. or that ſhall attempt or endevor by 
any of the tad Abulcs, ways and means to diminiſh Ouaid Revenue , ſhal be taken and deemed as Perſons difaff<- 
aed ro Our (Government, Niſturbers of Our Peace, anCo: temnersof Our Royal Authority, and ofthe {aid Acts of 
ParJiangnt and ſha] be proceeded againſt accordingly. ind We doe hereby {tricily Charge and require all Juſtices of 
Peace,ard others to whom the hearing, adjudging avlletermining of , or concerning, any torteiture , or Offences 
zaade and commrcred againſt the (aid As of Fxciſe intruſted , Thar upon any Complaint or Information exhibi- 
ced and b ought betore them couching any ſuch torkeite or offence , they do forthwith proceed avzainſt the ſaid Of. 
terders, as In and by the ſaid At is direted, as theyvill ar C.yer the Contrary at their peril; - And We do further 
{t cightly charge and command all Cheif Conſtables, try Conſtables, Headboroughs, Tythingmen, and other Oft- 
ficers, hat from time ro time ( upon requeſt of any «ths faid Farmer, or Farmers, or of their Depurics , Gagers, 
and Officers conſtituted under their reſpective Handsnd Seals ) they be aiding and aifiſting unto them. and every ot 
them reſpeciively.as wel in demarding and makii g France in the night rime,according to the {aid Atts of Parliament 
it need be |) into any Brew-boufe, or other place bonging to, or uſed by ary Common Brewer or other Perſon 
concerned in the pay nent of Exciſe ao efaid,as in Kreng Our peace, and in publiſhing and ferving fuch Genera! 
Summons,Precepts and Warrants, as by virtue of the {d as of Partiament trom time to time,Our laid Farmers or any 
of them ſhall ſend unto them, 2nd to make retirns aordingly. And tothe end Qur Will and Pleaſure herein may 
be madc known , YVVe doe hereby Will and }R equirthe ſeveral and re{peave Sheriffs, Majors, Bayliffs, in the ſeve- 
ral ard reſpeciiye Counties, Citirs and Towns Co! Porte or this Our Realm, to cauſe this Our Þ oclamation tobe o- 
penly read and publiſhed in the Maiket place of ever Market Town, within their ſeveral and reſpeQtive Sheriff-wicks 
and Liberties. npon fome Market day within fourteen tysnextatter their receipt hereof, as they will anſwer the Con- 
crary at their Perills, Given at Our Courtat Oxford t: 25th day of November, inthe Seventeenth Year of Our Retgn.
